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School Board names Brian Roberson 
new assistant BHS principal

At Monday’s special meeting of the Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education, 
Brian Roberson was named the new assistant 
principal at Belleville High School. 

The post was vacated recently when Stacy 
Buhro was promoted to BHS principal, a 
i Wi spot vacated by Abdul 
Madyun who became 
Human Resources 
Director for the district. 
It was Madyun who 
recommended Roberson 
for the position. 

Madyun said there were 
180 candidates who 

iz applied for the assistant 

Roberson principal’s position, 
with eight of them working for the school 
district. He said there were three rounds of 
intensive interviews until the decision was 
made to recommend Roberson. 

The board unanimously approved a one- 
year contract at a salary of $92,652. 

Roberson has 15 years of experience 
working for the Detroit Public Schools 
and taught for a few years in Texas before 
moving to Michigan. He served as a District 
Curriculum and Instruction Committee 
member for the Detroit Public Schools, 
Lead Educator, Building Designee, Athletic 
Coordinator, and Behavior Modification 
Specialist within a school setting. 

Roberson lives in Van Buren Township 
and two of his children have graduated 
from Belleville High School. One child is a 
student at Owen Intermediate School. 

“We believe that he will complete our BHS 
team,” Madyun said in his recommendation 
of Roberson. “Students will find him to be 
very approachable.” 

Roberson earned his bachelor of arts 
degree in Elementary Education in 1996 
from South University in Baton Rouge, LA, 
and his master of science in Educational 
Leadership in 2010 from Concordia 
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University in Ann Arbor. 

Principal Buhro said she heard good 
things about him years ago when he got his 
leadership degree. She said now the district 
will get to know what a wonderful guy he 
is. 

Trustee Sherry Frazier said she was 
impressed that he had been a male 
Kindergarten, first- and second-grade school 
teacher. “That was brave, real brave,” she 
said, noting children in those grades don’t 
sit down very long. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the board: 

e Welcomed new board member Alice 
Crawford, who had been sworn in before 
the meeting. She was named by the board to 
fill the vacancy created when Martha Toth 
resigned to move out of 
state. Crawford will be 
on the board until the 
end of December; and 

e Approved a contract 
for $26,300 out of the 
sinking fund to Peter 
Basso Associates (PBA) 
of Troy for designing 
mechanical engineering 

Crawford controls for Tyler and 
Savage Schools. PBA’s bid was the highest 
of three, but it was recommended by Director 
of Plant Operations James Williams. The 
systems in place currently are not energy 
efficient, Williams said. The current system 
is in significant need of upgrading which ties 
in both mechanical and control components, 
Williams said. He said the last time these 
issues were addressed in these two schools 
was in 1985. This contract is for designing 
the controls and mechanicals for the project. 
He said he plans to have the bid documents 
go out Dec. 15 and have them back to the 
board in January, with construction to start 
in the spring. The two other bids for design 
were SES of Berkley, $19,800 and Sellinger 
of Livonia, $22,000.

Democratic candidates for supervisor, 
clerk, and treasurer are running unopposed 
for their seats in the Nov. 8 General 
Election, but the four trustee positions are 
being challenged. 

Democrat candidates winning the August 
primary for four trustee posts are: Sherry 
Frazier, Kevin Martin, incumbent Reggie 
Miller, and Paul White. 

They are being challenged by James 
Chapman, on the Nov. 8 ballot as a 
candidate with no party affiliation, and 
former township Supervisor Linda Combs, 
not on the ballot, but running a write-in 
campaign.

He said he is running for office to 
preserve and restore the Riggs Heritage 
House/Farmstead (“Not tear it down!), 
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revise township expenditures, and for 
more accountability and responsibility to 
the electorate. 

Once elected his goal is to preserve and 
restore the Riggs Farmhouse, reorganize 
public safety by removing ordinance 
enforcement from police and removing 
the blended rate, and improve historical 
funding. 

Linda Combs 

Linda Combs, 68, of 47216 Ayres Street, 
is running as a write-in candidate for 
trustee. She currently is VBT supervisor. 

Combs is a widow, with two children, 
Myra and Cindy. She has lived in VBT for 
26 years and has an associate’s degree from 
Henry Ford Community College. 

Combs’ hobbies are gardening, crafts, 
and reading. 

She said she is running for office “to 
continue to serve my community. I intended 
to run in the primary, but family matters 
prevented me from doing so. That’s why 
I’m running as a write-in candidate.” 

Her goal once elected is, “to see the 
Visteon Bond issue resolved.”

VBT Board 
squabbles over 
police contract 


At Tuesday’s regular meeting of the 
Van Buren Township Board of Trustees 
approval of the proposed contract with the 
Police Officers Labor Council was pulled 
from the agenda on a 5-1 vote. 

Clerk Leon Wright, one of the negotiators 
of the contract for the township, voted not 
to take it off the agenda. Trustee Brenda 
McClanahan was absent. 

Board members complained they didn’t 
get the details of the contract in writing to 
study. Clerk Wright said they knew about 
the changes from a closed-door session a 
month ago. 

Trustee Reggie Miller said there were 
to be more changes made and then the 
new contract given to the board to review 
before any vote. Wright said didn’t know 
about any changes. 

Trustee Phil Hart said he hasn’t seen 
the contract and he was out of town when 
they held that closed-door session where 
they discussed it. “What I do know, I don’t 
like,” Hart said. 

“I would at least like to see what I’m 
voting on,” said Trustee Jeff Jahr. 

The contract approval was added to 
Tuesday’s agenda at 4:26 p.m. Monday, 
after the work/study session had adjourned 
at 4:18 p.m. It was put on the consent agenda 
to be accepted without discussion. The 
board balked. “A financial responsibility 
was put on the township in closed session 
and we need to discuss it in closed session,” 
Hart said. No vote.

On Friday, Van Buren Township Clerk Leon 
Wright sent out an email to employees: 

“The Supervisor, Treasurer and myself 
have decided that it would be in the best 
interest of the Township to close the 
Administrative offices on Nov. 8, 2016 
(Election Day) only those affiliated with 
or assigned to work Elections will report to 
work.

Also, Jack Knowles, who held the same 
VBT job that Bryce had, several employees 
after Bryce, and then resigned, is about to 
be elected Scio Township Supervisor. He is 
running unopposed in the Nov. 8 election.

Jack currently is a trustee on the Scio 
Township Board.

VBT Planners begin review of 
updated zoning ordinance

The Van Buren Township Planning 

Commission started a months-long project 

of reviewing proposed updates to the entire 
zoning ordinance. 

At its regular meeting Oct. 12, the entire 

board was led through Articles 12, 13, 


and 14, which covered administrative 
procedures and organization and 
nonconformities. 


Patrick Sloan of McKenna Associates led 
the way through the ordinance updates he 
had prepared. 

He said on Oct. 17, 2014 a review was 
presented to the commission on what 
needed improvement. 

Sloan said they looked at where the 
zoning ordinances have trouble and the 
new draft ordinances allow for links on 
line and allowed for changes of numbers. 

He said the draft has more graphics 
and tables, which can lead to less text. 
He said the misplaced sections are now 
correctly placed and the legal references 
are updated. 

He said the document has 14 Articles 
and what they covered that night was just 
three. 

He said the commission subcommittee — 
made up of Commissioners Byron Kelley, 
Don Boynton, and Joan Franzoi -- was very 
helpful during the review process. 

Ron Akers, VBT director of planning and 
economic development, said the format 
will be easily accessible to use for staff and 
the public. 

“We don’t have our zoning ordinance 
on line,’ Akers said. “This will be a 
tremendous time saver.” 

Akers said the staff is looking at revising 
procedures in the future as to the number 
of times it is necessary for developers to 
come to the planning commission. 

Also, the staff is looking at ways to 
change the required bank letter of credit 
to performance bonds, as an option, if the 
planning commission is interested, Akers 
said. 

“Is this the time to change the language?” 
asked Commission chairwoman Carol 
Thompson. 

“That’s the intention right along,” said 
Deputy Director of planning and economic 
development Matthew Best. “It’s part of 
the whole process.” 

“Any time before the public hearing,” said 
Sloan, noting they will have six meetings 
just reviewing the draft ordinance. 

Sloan said it will be a policy decision by 
the township board on performance bonds. 


“Over the next few months we’ll see 
what the township board wants to do,” 
Sloan said. 

“History shows that performance bonds 
expired on a couple of projects in the 
past,” said vice chairman Boynton. “With 
you two guys, I’m sure that will never 
happen again. That’s why a letter of credit 
is preferred ... We should not be put in a 
position where we hope the company will 
complete the project. Carol [Thompson] 
suggested a range, depending on the size 
of the project... That’s a good balance 
between the two.” 

Akers said in regard to use variances, 
they haven’t found prior to 2006 that they 
were granted. 

“Can we put use variances back in the 
Board of Zoning Appeals ordinance?” 
Akers asked. 

Sloan said he has looked and never found 
a use variance granted. 

Akers said he liked having the civil 
infractions put in as an enforcement tool, 
as Sloan has done in the draft. He said 
misdemeanors are effective, where they go 
to court and the township attorney has to 
be there. He said the civil infraction is like 
a traffic ticket. If you fight it, a magistrate 
can take care of it. 

“It’s a great thing to have in our 
ordinances,” Akers said. 

After the first review of the draft 
ordinances was over, Akers gave a report 
on a Country Walk architectural discussion 
with Gilbert builders. 

He said the staff reviewed every proposed 
elevation. They will have brick to the 
middle on all four sides and they brought 
in samples of the bricks — all earth tones, 
like other homes in Country Walk. 

Akers said the porches proposed are one 
foot shorter than others, but are somewhat 
consistent with those in the subdivision. 

Akers said nothing in the ordinance talks 
about bumpouts for fire places and several 
approved plans showed bumpouts. Gilbert 
agreed to plant evergreen or arbor vitae to 
screen the bumpouts. 

Also, vinyl over the garage is consistent 
with the rest of Country Walk, Akers said.

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District Library Board discusses what to do about leaking roof

“T think we should talk about the roof,” 
said Library Director Mary Jo Suchy shortly 
after the start of the Oct. 11 meeting of the 
Belleville Area District Library Board. 

She said the day they had four inches of 
rain there were lots of leaks in the library 
roof and a computer used by the public got 
wet and took a week to dry out. 

“We need more aggressive repairs,” 
Director Suchy said. 

Board member John Juriga said a blue 
tarp over the roof would help. 

“T also had a leak in my office,” Suchy 
said, indicating that was the first time that 
happened. She said someone could double- 
check windows up on the roof to see if 
they’re caulked. “We might have to re-roof 
part of the roof, which could cost about 
$8,000 to $10,000.” 

Board president Sharon Peters said it 
might cost $20,000 to do the whole roof. 


Board member Mary Jane Dawson said 
they could put a tarp over the computers at 
night and pull it off in the morning. 

Vice president Joy Cichewicz said a 
blue tarp over the roof would show the 
community how much a new library is 
needed. 

“Sounds like there’s support for a blue 
tarp,” Peters said. 

She said the board shouldn’t spend too 
much money before the Nov. 8 election 
when voters will decide if they support a 
new building. 

“At our Nov. 15 meeting, we’ll discuss 
this again,” Peters said. 

In other business at the 21-minute 
meeting, the board: 

e Heard Michael Boelter, head of the 
personnel committee, tell board members 
to fill out the director’s evaluation by the 
end of the month. He said he and fellow 
committee member Treasurer Tanya 
Stoudemire will go over the evaluations 


with Director Suchy and then Suchy gets 
to keep them; 

e Heard Suchy report that the new print 
release station is online and paper waste 
has gone down dramatically. There are no 
more unclaimed printouts at the end of the 
day, she said; 

e Heard Juriga report that the posts on the 
front portico have been repaired by Blue 
Ribbon Construction; 

e Heard Suchy report that 900 people 
attended the Harvest Fest and Cichewicz 
always organizes the crafts, which are very 
popular. Diana Mayo helped organize the 
volunteers this year and did a great job; 

e Heard Suchy announce the African 
American Book Club will hold a 10" 
anniversary celebration at 7 p.m., Thursday, 
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Oct. 27. Dr. Melvin Peters will do poetry 
readings. Former Library Director Deb 
Green coordinated the book club for 10 
years; and 

e Heard president Peters express 
appreciation to the community for 
attending the library forums to talk about 
the millage proposals. “We’ve been 
encouraged by their positive response,” she 
said. She said friends from the city brought 
a cake over earlier that day to support the 
library’s efforts. Bringing the cake, which 
was decorated by Mayor Kerreen Conley, 
were DDA Coordinator Carol Thompson, 
Councilwoman Kim Tindall, and City 
Manager Diana Kollmeyer. Following the 
meeting, board members enjoyed the cake.
